Although Hall’s passengers, Coun- 
cilman Lane and Penry, City Clerk 
Faris and Building Inspector Wierda, 
were bady! jolted; none of them sus- 
tained any injury, as the car was 
going at a modérate rate of speed 
at the time of the accident. 

Hal Isaid immediately after the 
mishap. that if-he had been driving 
much faster the consequences would 
probably have been serious. 

Although the five men tried to get 
the car out of the hole, they were 
unable to do so, and it was necessary 
to abandon the machine to get out 
of the rain. They took street cars 
for the west side, and Hall’s ma- 
chine was left in the excavation all 
night. 

Hal Istates the Santa Fe is ilable 
for damages, inasmuch as the lights, 
warning drivers of autos and rigs, 
were not properly placed. He and 
the other occupants of the auto unite 
in saying that the lanterns were in 
such a position that instead of being 
a proper warning, they miade the 
excavation a bigger menace, as it was 
hardly possible to ga, by the lights 
and miss kitting the hole.
